The editorial 
obviously was w ritten before B’nai 
B’rih’s interest in the Shanghai sit- 
uation was made known. 

Mr. Cohen pointed out that in a 
cable to the B’nai B’rith Shanghai 
Lodge, sent Nov. 5, he had com- 
municated his orginization’s desire 
to help in any way within its pow- 
ers. He said a definite allocation 
would be made immediately the 
newly organized emergency com- 
mittee set up by the Shanghai Jew- 
ish Community, under the chair- 
manship of Joseph Hollzer (broth- 
er of the Los Angeles jurist) had 
made known to him its exact needs.

ZIONIST LEADER 
CHARGES WASTE, 
RESIGNS POSTS

NEW YORK—Charging “mismanagement, waste, extravagance and 
misinformation to the public” in administration of the Keren Hayesod 
(Palestine Foundation Fund), Isidore D. Morrison, pioneer Americar 
Zionist leader, last week announced his resignation from the fund’s ad- 
ministrative committee and its board of directors, and from the United 
Palestine Appeal board, on which he represented the Keren Hayesod. 

. Mr. Morrison’s resignation, effective immediately, was made known 
in a letter to Louis Lipsky, chairman of the Keren Hayesod aminis- 
trative committee. 

Alleged efforts of the Keren Hayesod management to dominate the 
campaign of the United Palestine Appeal, through proposed appoint 
ment of Robert Silverman as its sole national director in 1938 were 
an immediate factor behind Mr. Morrison’s resignation. Mr. Mor- 
rison, an attorney, has been active in the American Zionist movement 
for forty years, having been among the founders of the Federation 
of American Zionists in 1897. 

In an interview with the Jewish Telegraphic Agency, Mr. Mor- 
rison voiced the view that various Zionist organizations here had out- 
lived their usefulness and should either be reorganized along entirely 
different lines or scrapped. He said the Zionist Organization of Amer- 
ica, the Mizrachi Organization and the Poale-Zionist (Laborite) Org-

In its latest statement of policy 
on the question, issued in Berlin, 
the official National Socialist 
Party Correspondence says that “in 
pursuing ‘the policy of complete 
separation from Jewry, the Reich 
Government does not engage in a 
policy of persecution of a minority, 
but is merely concerned with 
changing the mode of life of the 
German people.” 

The news agency holds German 
Jewry “has not deserved such len- 
iency, nor does it show any grati- 
tude for this policy of the German 
Government,” citing what it calls 
“anti-German atrocity propaganda 
in almost all the civilized countries 
of the world.” 

“The separation of the German 
people from Jewry took place in 
Germany in a form which is com- 
pletely different from the more 
radical methods adopted in Poland. 
This must be emphasized all the 
more since many representatives of 
the foreign press in Germany do 
not seem to have realized it.

I had a long talk with a young 
rabbi several weeks ago and as 
happens in lengthy conversations, 
we both took down our hair, so to 
speak. 

“You can editorialize on the de- 
mand ef congregations for young 
adonises only to fill their pulpits. 
A man can be the most brilliant 
scholar, the most effective orator, 
but if he’s not near six feet in 
height and doesn’t present a phy- 
furn away from Clark Gable, then 
they won’t even ask him to come 
down for a trial sermon.” Now this 
young rabbi has a very pleasing 
countenance, although you may 
have guessed that his height is 
But as 
for facial expression and ease of 
platform manner, he is right up in 


. the top row with such stellar per- 


formers as Stephen S. Wise, and 
Ferdinand Isserman. 


I personally find that most young 
rabbis are so sincere and so con- 
scientuous that we of the younger 
generation can sit right down to 
the table with them and jump right 
into conversation without fear of 
insulting anybody's dignity, or 
without having to speak euphemis- 
tically, through the nose or as if 
on needles and pins. 


Other subjects the rabbi express- 
ed himself on were: the feeling 
that most United States Jews are 
against partition; that the demand 
of the younger generation for more 
knowledge of Jewsih history is the 
most encouraging sign of present- 
day Jewish life; that fascism may 
be even closer in the United States 
than “just around the corner”, and 
that practically every young re- 
form rabbis is as much a disciple 
of Mordecai M. Kaplan’s as his own 
wife. 

Now if I were a rabbi or even 
an editor, I would moralize on the 
fact that the rise of such honest 
and straightforward young men 
bodes well for the future of reform 
Jewry, but I’ll let it go and save 
you the ‘spiritual unlift.

= seething dissatisfaction with the egotistic 
management of national Jewish organizations 
under the aegis of Rabbi Stephen S. Wise has 
erupted into public print with the resignation of 
Isidore D. Morrison, Zionist of the vintage of 
1897, from two important Palestinian posts. 

Exactly what behind-the-scenes moves caused 
the explosion can be judged only from the pub- 
lished reports. Morrison’s charges or inefficiency 
and waste tend to affirm the accusations of such 
men as the late Jacob de Haas that the Zionist 
hierarchy rotated the paying jobs among their 
cohorts, exacting, as in a political machine, blind 
loyalty and unswerving fealty not to the org- 
anization, or its policies, but to the political mas- 
ter. 

At the risk of doing a great injustice to Rabbi 
Wise, and until he replies with a factual denial, 
Morrison’s indictment of the hierarchy must be 
given full credence. He is no fledgeling crying 
out against injustice or corruption, and his 
Zionist loyalties have not been and are not now 
being questioned. Morrison, to be specific, objects 
to the elevation of Robert Silverman to the lead- 
ership of the United Jewish Appeal, calling to

light Silverman’s past record, which he indicates 
is not sufficiently clean from a Zionist standpoint 
to warrant his selection. 


Naturally the episode is unfortunate, as is 
every‘ unsavory incident. However the important 
point is to clear the air of all charges. Many 
enemies of the Keren Hayesod and of Palestine 
will seize upon the incident to support their pre- 
viously-made prejudices. 

What is definitely indicated, and what may 
be expected, are. other resignations. Morrison’s 
charges are serious enough, and his position as 
a Zionist leader important enough, to cause the 
overthrow of Rabbi Wise as Z. O. A. president 
at the next election. Maybe those leaders whom 
Morrison calls “the many eminent men of ability 
who have from ‘time to time been pushed out 
from Zionist activities only because they insisted 
upon exercising independent judgment and would 
not become ‘yes men’” will align themselves into 
an opposition party. Whatever it is, Rabbi Wise’s 
leadership is being put to the test. If he emer- 
ges unscathed, his position will be stronger than 
ever. It is to be hoped that for his own sake, 
and the sake of Palestine, he does not ignore the 
situation.

The consistent editorial platitude that most 
citizens of Poland, and for that matter most Ger- 
mans, are not anti-Semitic, will be haled out of 
the mothballs again, in view of the voting of 
Lwow. 

Naturally the result of the voting is good 
news, rather than bad. But it is in the same 
category as the facts relating to a death, whether 
the death was accidental or natural—in either 
case the victim is dead.

ed a number of restrictions of one kind or an- 
other against the German Jews, in order to put 
a stop once and for all to this lying propaganda. 
If Germany does not resort to such methods, 
then it must be obvious that in pursuing the 
policy of complete separation from Jewry the 
Reich Government does not engage in a policy of 
persecution of a minority, but is merely concerned 
with changing the mode of life of the German 
people. 

Proof is not lacking that German Jewry has 
not deserved such leniency, nor does it show any 
gratitude for this policy of the German Govern- 
ment. Not only do the German Jews encourage the 
anti-German atrocity propaganda in almost all 
the civilized countries of the world, but it is 
notably the Berlin Jews who by their challenging 
behavior mobilize public opinion against them. 
This is not surprising in view oftheir large num- 
bers. While, to cite only one example, the Chin- 


ese State has at most 25,000 to 40,000 Jews, Ber- 
lin alone has 250,000 Jews. China, it is as well 
to bear in mind in this connection, has a popula- 
tion of 444,000,000 while Berlin’s population is 
only 4,200,000. 

In the German Reich there are still 500,000 
Jews. It seems still to be the opinion among 
the Jews in Germany that in spite of the German 
Aryan legislation, more openings exist in Ger- 
many, both economically and socially, than in 


certain other European and non-European states. _ 


Sooner or later, so it is believed, the blood pro- 
tection laws will be anulled and the Jews will 
again enjoy complete freedom. It is forgotten 
that these laws are part of the National Socialist 
system. If the Nazi State has forbidden any in- 
termarriage between Germans and non-Aryans, 
any going back on this legislation would endanger 
the authority of the Nazi State. 

The separation of Jewry from the rest of the 
population is absolute. Its exclusion from the 
German people has only just begun and will be 
carred through to the very end. Even at the 
present time Jewish influence has not been en- 
tirely removed and must still be considered as 
a great danger to the welfare of the German 


people. There can, therefore, be no talk of any 


assimilation, but only a complete exclusion.

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The human dynamo his friends 
call him. Philip Kraft or Phil 
as he is better known, is exhibit 
“A” of what energy, persever- 
ance and ambition can accomplish 
in this land of opportunity. 

Born on May 25, 1893 in Buk- 
ovina, Rumania, Phil Kraft was 
one of a family of six with the 
boys controlling four votes. Up 
to 1911 he led ‘the typical exis- 
tence of all boys of his age. Life 
began at 18 for in the year 1911 
he tore himself away from home 
and devoted family to start anew 
in the “golden land” where it 
was said that “Lei” (Rumanian 
money) grew on trees and were 
to be had just for the plucking. 

But the young immigrant 
found the report slightly exag- 
gerated. In fact one had to 
work, and to work hard for a° 
few “Lei” and they weren’t plen- 
tiful. Being in a position to sat- 
isfy his “sweet tooth” may have 
been one of the reasons Mr. 
Kraft took a job in a candy fac- 
tory but later he found out that 
the boss had little regard for the 
clock and very little use for keys. 
fourteen hours or more a day was 
the regular schedule with al] the 
candy yoy could eat thrown in. 

But even a sweet job grows 
tiresome so Mr. Kraft turned to 
the skin game—the fur business. 
He leained to take pelts and by 
deft methods to fashion a beauti- 
ful, luxurious wrap for the wife 
of some cloak and suit manufac- 
turer or notions magnate. 

However, the selling instinct 
would not down. He wanted to 
be out meeting people and sell- 
ing them something. So he be- 
é€anie salesman for his employer 
and some of the furs he sold 
may still be in existence, minus 
wear and tear and the need of a 
little hair tonic. 

The year 1917 is outstanding 
in the memory of Mr. Kraft. The 
United States entered the war 
and Phil Kraft entered matri- 
mony—the foimer having no con- 
. nection with the latter. On Aug-

of Horace Greeley and headed 
for the Middle-West—Indianap- 
olis, to be exact.

business grew under Mr. Kraft’s 
management and _business-get- 
ting ability until it became nec- 
essary to construct the present 
modern. plant at 915-919 South 
Meridian Street. One horse grew 
into twenty trucks and a neigh- 
borhood business into one that 
covers entire central Indiana. 
Upon retirement of the other ‘two 
partners from the business, Mr. 
Kraft became the sole owner in 
September of this year. He is 
now planning an addition which 
will double the plant’s present 
capacity. He also operates the 
DeLuxe Cake and Pastry Shop 
on Maple Road Boulevard. 

Despite the fact that he is a 
busy man, working as many as 
eighteen hours a day, he finds 
time for his family and commun- 
al affairs. He is a member of 
the B’nai B’rith, Kirshbaum Cen- 
ter, Zionist Organization, and 
Beth El Men’s Club. He is ceme- 
‘tery trustee of the Congregation 
Shara Tefilla, treasurer of the 
Jewish Credit Union, a director 
of the Jewish Welfare Fund, 
Jewish Educational Association 
and Jewish Family Service So- 
ciety. Non-sectarian activities 
abso have a call on his time, He 
is chairman of trustees of the 
South Side Civic Club and a 
member of the Chamber of Com- 
merce. Mr. Kraft is proof of the 
adage that if you want something 
done go to a busy man. Given 
a task he puts behind it the 
same driving energy that marks 
his businegs activities. 

With his time so completely 
filled with business and commun- 
al affairs, his hobby is naturally 
his home. In the beautiful home 
which he and.his wife planned 
and built, he finds the relaxation 
he needs in the midst of his hap- 
py, devoted family. Next to en- 
joyment of his home and family 
he enjoys*taking them on motor 
trips. He has three children, two

Few people know that the exist- 
ing Beth El Zedec, congregation 
is a consolidg’:.n of two Hebrew 
groups. 

The earlies vrganization, the 
Ohey Zedek, Hungarian congrega- 
tion, was organized in 1885 by Is- 
rae] Glick, and fifteen members. 
They held their meetings on the 
high holidays in the old Baldwin 
Block at Market and Delaware 
streets, now the Union Title Build- 
ing. Israel Glick, who was not a 
Rabbi, acted as both teacher and 
cantor. Among the early members 
were William Shane, William 
Schwartz, Adolph Marer, Meyer 
Klein, Adam Marer, Benny Glick, 
Sam Lorber and Beneth Lefko- 
witz. Their first Rabbi was elect- 
ed in 1889. He was Rabbi Feder- 
man, and he served until 1894 when 
Rabbi Klein succeeded him, and 
was in turn followed by Rabbi 
Jacob Hartman. During these 
early years, a cemetery at Kelly 
Street and the Bluff Road was ac- 
quired, and an association formed 
for members of the group. It is 
of interest that the members were 
charged a fee of only $1.00 per 
year which entitled them to a bur- 
ial lot and a hearse and a cab. 

In 1897 this growing group ac- 
| quired, from the Indianapolis He- 
|brew Congregation, at a price of 
| $10, 000, its old temple on East and 
| Market streets, 

Taking up the other thread of 
the story. The Beth El Congrega- 
tion had its inception in the fall 
of 1915 when Alexander Cohen 
called together a few Jewish per- 
sons, living in the vicinity of Six- 
teenth and Illinois Streets, for the 
purpose of worshiping on the high 
holidays. A house in the neighbor- 








hood was rented and just enough 


teenth street and Illinois was rent- 
ed. During this year, a committee, 
appointed by the group and headed

from the Hebrew word meaning 
dedication, referring to the renew- 
al of the Temple. Another version 
claims that the name comes from 
Chanok, or Enoch, a character in 
Genesis, the great-great-great- 
great grandson of Adam, who lived 
365 years. Mystics associated 
Enoch, or Chanok, with light be- 
cause his years on earth equalled 
the number of days of the sun’s 
journey. In all astrological lore 
Chanok was identified with the sun, 
or with light; what better, then, 
that a feast of light should be 
named after him—as Chanukah? 
* * * 

Traditionally Chanukah has been 
a festival on which games with 
tops, or dreidels, were played. The 
traditional top was four-sided and 
had the Hebrew letters Nun, Gim- 
mel, Hay and Shin inscribed on 
‘these sides. These letters are the 
initials of the Hebrew words Ness 
Gedol Hoyoh Shom, “a great mir- 
acle occurred there.” More prac- 
tical minded persons intent upon 
using the top for games of chance, 
gave the four letters other mean- 
ings, in German: Nicht, Ganz, Halb 
and Stell, so that which ever side 
was uppermost when the ‘spinning 
top fell gave the spinner his in- 
structions. These terms will of 
course be identified with ‘“Noth- 
ing”, “take all,” “half” and “put,” 
which form the essence of such 
games of chance. 

* * * 
Chanukah lights are lit in honor 
of the feast only, and not for any 
illumination which they may give. 
The rabbis therefore warned that 
it was forbidden to read by their 
light. The Talmud declares that 
the proper place for display of ‘the 
Chanukah lamps is outside so that 
the buildings may be illuminated 
from without. Even if fire or dam- 
age is thereby caused, no legal re- 
sponsibility is borne by the owner 
of the lamp, under Talmudic law, 
for he is fulfilling a religious obli- 
gation. In Persia Jews feared to 
antagonize the fire-worshippers, 
and the lamps were accordingly 
taken indoors and kept hidden.

Today the holiday begins with 
the lighting of one candle and an 
extra candle is added every night 
until on the Jast day there are eight 
eandles, excluding the master- 
light, the ShamesS. It was not al- 
ways thus. Rabbinical scholars 
once battled lenghily over this mat- 
ter. Disciples of the famous schoo] 
of Hillel, Talmudic sage, insisted 
that this was the proper procedure; 
disciples of Shammai, his scholarly

opponent, declared that it was 
proper to begin with eight candles * 
and decrease the number each 
night until only one remained. For 
some time this controversy con- 
tinued until finally the school of 
Hillel carried their point.

Associating Mr. Kirstein’s name 
with a medica] fellowship is felt 
appropriate recognition of the ac- 
tive part he took in the creatioin 
of the Beth Israel Hosptal, one of 
the most modern medical centers 
in the country. The hospital is 
one of the teaching hospitals fore 
both the Harvard and Tufts Med- 
ical schools. 

There is another memorial to the 
Kirstein name in Boston. The bus- 
iness branch of the Boston Public 
Library was presented to the city 
by Mr. Kirstein as a memorial to 
his late father.

Precedent For Turk 
Land Recovery Set

JAFFA, Palestine—Heirs of the 
Sultan Abdul Hamid last week won 
an important test case against the 
Palestine Government for title to 
4,580 dunams (about 1,000 acres) 
of land in the vicinity of Gaza, 
once the property of the Turkish 
ruler. 

The action, which has dragged 
on for several years and has been 
argued in Palestine’s high courts 
as well as in the Privy Council at 
London, is believed to establish an 
important precedent for similar ac- 
tions by heirs to recover vast tracts

Mrs. ‘Roosevelt expressed these 
opinions in an interview at Cham- 
with Edward E. Grusd, 


Magazine. The interview will ap- 
pear in the forthcoming December 
issue of the Jewish monthly. 

The overwhelming majority of 
Americans are not anti-Semitic she 
said after a lecture she delivered 


i;under the auspices of the B’nai 


B’rith Hillel Foundation at’the Un- 
iversity of Illinois. “We have much 
less of that kind of prejudice here 
than exists elsewhere in the world,” 
Mrs. Roosevelt said. 

“My advice to minority groups 
that suffer from prejudice is te 
ignore, so far as possible, the min- 
ority who practice it,” she declared. 
“Of course, we must have educa- | 
tion—a great deal of it—against 
such un-American practices. But 
no minority should allow itself to 
become embittered by them. It 
should not withdraw into itself be- 
cause of them. That does not im- 
prove conditions.” 

Mrs. Roosevelt advised American 
Jews to hold their heads high with 
pride and retain their normal atti- 
tude of good-will to all other 
groups. “They should remember 
that, after all, their detractors 


\form only a small minority,” she 


said. 

“Then you believe,” asked Mr. 
Grusd, “that a minority that is dis- 
criminated against has a perfect 
right, in our country, to look with 
complete confidence to the majority 
for justice?” 

“J should be very sorry,” Mrs. 
Roosevelt: emphatically replied, “if 
any minority did not have the right 
to look confidently to the majority 
for complete justice at all times 
whenever it is assailed.”
